not yet formally made,

Some 
interesting 
conclusions have 


been drown by Prof. 
W. B. Bailey, 


of Yale, from recent officialstatistics 
of suicide. 
These he sets forth in an 


article in Tbe Medical News 
(New 


fork.) Dealing with the 29,314 cases 
of suicide officially recorded 
between 


1897 and 1901 he finds that 
the male 


suicides 
outnumber 
those 
of 
the 


'weaker sex' by seven to two. 
The 


average 
period of 
20 to 50 covers 


nearly two-thirds of all the cases. 
In 


the absence 
of any information as to 


the relative numbers 
of persons 
in 


the United States at the different age 
periods this statement 
is not very in- 


forming, but so far as it goes itwould 
seem 
to indicate 
that 
under 
the 


lower age limitthere are few to whom 
life seems 
unattractive, 
while after 


50 a natural end looms' so near 
that 


itis scarcely worth while to precipit- 
ate its 
arrival. 
Other results 
are 


more illuminating. 
Jt would appear 


that, other 
things 
being 
equal, 
a 


married man is more likely to commit 
suicide than either a single man or a 
married 
woman, 
while women 
who 


are single, 
either 
because 
widowed 


or divorced, 
or because 
they 
have 


never 
been 
anything 
else, 
seem 
to 


find life less attractive than similarly 
circumstanced 
men. 
Neither 
ill 


health nor alcohol is such a -potent 
cause of suicide 
as 
business 
losses, 


and to the latter 
even 
absorbing 


sentiment such as is represented 
by a 


love affair has 
to yield the palm. 


Since 
business 
plays 
so 
prominent 


a part in the production of suicide, it 
is 
comprehensible 
that 
Saturday 


should not be a popular day on which 
to ling down the curtain. 
Those who 


meditate 
this 
step 
have 


The only method 
of reducing the 


5570,000 per annum 
which it costs to 


collect the state 
and 
county 
taxes 


(exclusive ot city taxes) would be to 
arrange, 
as many otbor states do, for 


an assessment 
of real estate only once 


in every three, 
four, or 
five years, 


instead 
ot annually 
us 
is now 
the 


case. 


The most 
serious 
waste, 
however, 


arises in connection with the duplic- 
ation of assessment 
rolls by cities, 


many of 
which maintain their own 


separate 
assessors' 
offices 
and 
tax 


collectors' offices which duplicate in 
a way tho 
work already 
done of pre- 


cisely 
the 
same 
character 
by the 


county assessors. 
If the city ..taxes 
were levied, 
as 
are school 
district 


taxes, for example, 
upon the county 


assessment 
roll and collected 
by the 


county 
tax collectors, 
at 
the same 


time and 
in the 
same 
manner 
as 


county taxes are levied and collected, 
there would be a considerable saving. 


At the 
same 
time, however, 
the 


commission is at work upon a number 
of minor changes- in the revenue laws 
which it is hoped' will make 
them 


work more smoothly 
and 
equitably. 


Among other 
things itia investigat- 


ing tho expense 
ot collecting taxes in 


California. 
It finds that the total 


expense per annum is about" 8780,000 
for the collection of twenty-five 
and 


one-half million(523,500,000) 
dollars 


of state and 
county 
taxes 
(this is 


exclusive of city taxes), 
or a little 


over threo per cent, an amount which 
soems to bo somewhat excessive. 


The commission has already 
deter- 


mined, 
however, 
that in order 
to 


accomplish any satisfactory reform in 
tho system 
of taxation in this state 


and to bring it into line with that 
whica has 
been 
introduced in other 


states 
during 
the 
past 
twenty 
or 


twenty-five years, it willbe necessary 
to amend the constitution. 
The con- 


stitution ot California at the present 
time prescribes 
the general 
property 


tax 
without 
exception 
for state, 


county and municipal purposes. 


The commission 
has not 
proceeded 


tar enough in its work to be able to 
reach any final conclusion as to the 
recommendations 
which itmay make 


in its report 
to the next 'legislature, 


but is industriously "gathering 
every 


of information available, , bear- 


ing upon the working ot the 
present 


system and the effect of the proposed 
changes. 


The revenues of the state of Cali- 


fornia 
amount 
in round 
numbers 


to nine and one-half millions(89,500,- 
000) per annum. 
Ot this sum, seven 


and one-half millions (87,500,000) 
are 


raised by way of taxation; fees and 
the income 
from 
public property, 


together witha number of miscellane- 
ous items of income, 
making up the 


other two millions. Of the seven and 
one-half millions (87,500,000) 
raised 


by taxation,' approximately 
four and 


one-half millions (84,500,000) 
are for 


educational 
purposes 
and 
are in no 


proper sense state revenues, 
tbe state 


being merely 
the agent of the local 


governments 
for the collection and 


apportionment ot these moneys which 
are spent- in the' various school 
dis- 


tricts. 
It is thought that if these 


three millions could be raised from 
sources 
ot taxation independent 
ot 


those sources 
used by the county and 


local governments, that the state rate, 
as now levied on property, might be 
very materially reduced; 
and" that 
possibly, if sufficient revenues 
can 


be found, 
the necessity 
of a state 


levy on property in general might be 
entirely done away with. 
The idea 


upon 
which 
the 


* commission is" at 


work is that railroads, telergaph 
and 
telephone 
companies, 
express 
com- 


panies, 
and all other;corporations 


whose business 
extends 
throughout 


the stato and is in no sense localized, 
should be taxed 
for state 'purposes 


alone and that 
the tuxation 
of real 


estate and 
of tangible 
personal pro- 


perty which is easily reached by the 
assessor should be left to the counties 
and local governments, 
ft is thought 


that 
this 
would result in 
greater 


equality 
of 
taxation, 
inasmuch 
as 


there. would no longer be any induce- 
ment or 
reason 
tor the assessor 
to 


undervalue 
property, 
such 
as 
now 


exists in the fact that the state tax is 
imposed 
on top of the county 
and 


other 
local 
taxes 
upon 
the. same 


assessed 
valuation.. 
This would do 


nay 
with the 
cost, 
friction, and 


annoyance 
of state 
equalizution 
and 


wouldgive the "counties- practically 
borne 
rule in matters 
concerning 


their own taxation. 
*'".'

Henry Lee, .George 
Washington 
and 
James 
Madison, yet so great was Ma- 
son's influence that in 168 votes, the

after the required number of States 
had already adopted the Constitution.

Richmond Journal and was once a can- 
didate for the House of Representa- 
tives, but was defeated. 
He was a 


close friend of President 
Grant,' and 


Daniels really controlled the patronag* 
of the State of Virginia. 
A spry old 
gentleman 
who has personally known 
a hundred celebrities of other genera- 
tions, he lives on land adjoining Guns- 
ton Hall and which was a part of the 
estate. 
Gunston Hall passed to Joseph 


Specht, of St. Louis, and- by him was 
completely restored and beautified. 
He 


died three years ago and the place con- 
tinued in possession of his heirs and 
In charge of a colored overseer. 


Ealry Opposed to Slavery. 


George Mason was the Sage of Guns- 


ton. It was he who after conference 
and correspondence 
with Washington 


drew up the non-importation 
resolu- 


tions 
offered 
by 
Washington 
ana 
adopted by the VirginiaHouse of Bur- 
gesses 
in 1769. 
One of these resolu- 
tions pledged 
the signers 
to buy no 


slaves imported afterNovember 1, 1769. 
Mason was the author 
of a tract 
styled "Extracts from Virginia Char- 
ters and Some Remarks upon Them," 
supporting the contention that the Brit- 
ish Parliament had no right to tax the 
American colonies. 
This tract had a 
wide vogue in pre-revolutionary times. 
Mason and Washington attended the 
citizens' 
meeting 
at 
Fairfax Court 
House, Virginia, in July, 1774. 
Wash- 
ington was moderator of the meeting. 
Mason presented 
twenty-four 
resolu- 


tions in advocacy 
of non-intercourse 
with the mother 
country. 
These res- 
olutions were adopted, and were also 
adopted by the Virginia convention at 
Williamsburg in August, 1774. It was 
that body which elected Peyton Ran- 
dolph, Richard 
Henry 
Lee, 
George 


Washington, Patrick 
Henry, Richard 
Bland,- Benjamin Harrison and Edmund 
Pendleton 
delegates 
to the First Con- 
tinental Congress, 
and that Congress 
substantially adopted the Mason reso- 
lutions. 
Favored Election ofPresidents 
by 


the People. 


Mason after once declining election, 


and once refusing to serve after elec- 
tion to the Continental Congress, 
sat 
In the Constitutional Convention 
of 


1787. 
In that great body he opposed 


slavery, saying itwas a source of "na- 
tional weakness 
and demoralization." 
He advocated the direct election of the 


Washington, English Royalists and tte 
original Washington 
immigrants. 


The Mason family was originally of 


Warwaickshire 
and 
there 
are 
many 


Mason memorials in the Church of the 
Holy 
Trinity Sat 
Stratford-on-Avon. 
.Colonel George Mason, the first, was, 
however, not a Warwaickshire man, 
but was born in Staffordshire. 
One of 


his fellow Royalist refugees 
to Amer- 
ica was Gerard Fowke, of Gunston, a 
hamlet in Staffordshire. 
The old Eng- 
,lish Gunston Hall was standing a few 
iyearsago, 
and was owned by the Gif- 
fords, descendants 
of the same Giffords 


Iwho 


• were Royalists 
with Fowke and 
Mason, and who owned Boscobel, near 
Gunston, where Charles 11. lay in con- 
jcealment after the battle of Worcester. 
The commonwealth 
commander 
at 
Worcester 
was General Fairfax, and it 


was a strange fate that made a descen- 
snt of this man a neighbor to the Wash- 
ingtons 
of Mount Vernon 
and 
the 


Masons of Gunston Hall. Belvoir, the 
Fairfax estate, 
lay immediately 
be- 


tween Gunston and Mount Vernon 
' 
The 
first .American 
Mason 
and 


Fowke settled in the northern neck of 
Virginia, but Fowke later removed to 
Maryland. 
George Mason, the second, 


married Mary Fowke, daughter of Ger- 
ard Fowke, and they built a home in 
Maryland, which they called Gunston 
Hall,in memory of the English Guns- 
ton. 
These 
people were grandparents 


of George Mason, the fourth, or George 
Mason, one of the republic's founders. 
In1750 this man married Anne Eilbeck 
of Mattawoman, Maryland, 
and soon 
iafter his marriage began the erection 
of Gunston Hall, Virginia, which he 
named after his grandparents' 
place in 
Maryland and the ancestral 
home of 
the Fowkes in Staffordshire. 


Mason was one of the vestrymen of 
Pohick Church, four miles from Guns- 
ton. 
Washington and WilliamFairfax 
were also vestrymen there.

Itis only a question 
with us, as a 
people, whether 
we will follow the 
lead of Japan, and profit by her les- 
sons, or follow the lead of England 
and share iv her eventual ruin 
The influences 
which are destroying 
England are at work steadily and in" 
sidiously in this nation, and 
though 
it will take longer for them to work 
our ruin, it is sure to come if we do 
not -find, a way to 
root 
the 
great 
majority of our people to the land in 
homes of their own, as Japan 
has 
done, and as 
we can do, unless 
we 
are as blind and as impotent in deal- 
ing with our national 
problems 
as 
seems to be the fate of England. 
In the carrying out of this 
great 
patriotic purpose of building a stron" 
citizenship 
by building 'rural homes 
on the -land, we are. at 
the 
same 
time, doing that 
which will create 
the 
greatest 
possible 
commercial 
prosperity 
and develop to the high- 
est attainable 
point, not only the re- 
sources 
of the, Middle Wes£ 
but of 
our entire country. 


Of course, 
many willhold up their 
hands 
and 
say this is impossible. 
England 
finds it impossible, ' as the 
result of her system of great landed 
estates, 
to provide her 
people 
with 
homes 
on the land, and 
in 
conse- 
quence her ruin as a nation is only a 
question 
of 
a 
comparatively 
brief 
time.

bricks and the asphalt, the slums and 
the tenements, 
as 
they would shun 


the plague, 
and flee from them far 


enough into the country to have an 
acre at least for a home and a gar- 
den. 


Every child in the public schools, 


boy "or girl, must be trained from its 
earliest 
days 
of school life to culti- 


vate the ground and 
make 
things 


grow in a garden, and to raise poul- 
try, and do all that needs to be done 
to provide the food for a family from 
an acre of land. 


Gardens and Handicraft. 


The 
lever 
with which vre must 
move our population back to the land 
must be the public school 
system. 


Let that be done, and the problem 
is praciically 
solved 
no 
matter 
though the acre be used 
for nothing 
but to raise chickens and keep a goat. 
The children of the family willhave 
fresh air and sunshine and pure milk, 
and willgrow up to be healthy men 
and women. . 
. 


We have much to do to reverse the 
tide of population, 
and turn it from 
the cities back to the land— from the 
tenement 
to the garden. It must not 
be imagined ', that it is necessary, 
in 
order 
to accomplish 
this, 
that 
the 
workers In our cities or in our fac- 
tories 
should quit their present 
em- 
ployment 
and 
become 
farmers. 
All 
that is necessary 
Is that the facilities 
for rapid transportation 
afforded 
by 
our trolley system should 
be availed 
of to plant every factory family upon 
at least an acre of land. 


Back to the Land. 


Bear in mind however, again, that 
they are based only upon the assump- 
tion that we in this country should at- 
tain to a point of development already 
reached 
by the Japanese 
people, and 
on which rests their national strength. 
Itis true that our development dur- 
ing the last haif-century has not been 
towards 
the land. 
We have followed 
in the footsteps 
of England, 
rather 
than Japan; and while, in fifty years, 
Japan 
has restored 
the land to her 
people and rooted them to the soil in. 
homes 
of 
their own, England 
has 
done the contrary. 
She 
has 
driven 
her yeomanry from the farms to the 
cities, 
where they have 
become fac- 
tory 
operatives, 
and 
degenerated 
physically and mentally to such a de- 
gree that the degeneracy 
of her citi- 
zenship now presents 
itself 
to 
the 
statesmen 
of England as a most ap- 
palling problem. , 


We are doing the same thing, bat 
we are not, as yet, feeling the effects 
of it so severely because we have still 
a larger proportion of our people on" 
the land. 
- 


Degeneracy in England. 


A section of our own country con- 
tained within a square 
extending one 
thousand miles north from New Or- 
leans and one thousand 
miles 
west 
from Pittsburg, 
and 
containing 
one 
million square 
miles, if as 
densely 
populated as Japan, 
would sustain a 
population of 300,000,000; 
but a much 
larger proportion of this great 
square 
in the center of the 
United 
States 
could be Intensely 
farmed 
than 
in 
Japan, where only one-seventh of the 
total area is cultivated. 
On the "19,000 square miles of land 
in Japan that is actually fanned, they 
sustain 
30,000,000 
farmers. 
It is a 
safe estimate that at least one-half of 
the thousand 
mile square 
central sec- 
tion of the United States 
above 
des- 
cribed could be as closely cultivated 
as the 
productive fields 
of 
Japan. 
Those Japanese 
fields 
sustain 
over 
fifteen hundred people to the square 
mile. At the same ratio of population, 
our own thousand mile square central 
section 
would 
sustain 
750,000,000 
of 
farming population alone. 
&. population of over fifteen hundred 
to the square mile sustained by agri- 
culture seems to the ordinary mind in- 
credible1;but on the Island of Jersey, 
off the English coast, a population of 
over thirteen hundred to 
me 
square 
mile Is sustained by out of door agri- 
culture ina climate by no means best 
adapted to intensive farming. 
Itmust be borne in mind that we are 
talking 
now 
of 
the possibilities 
of 
future development, and the facts and 
figures above given will no doubt be 
looked upon as utterly chimerical by 
the average reader. 


A Thousand Miles Square. 


Japan, from her total area of 147,- 


C55 square miles, of which only 19,000 
are cultivated, collected 
an 
annual 
revenue 
before the war with Russia 
began of 1121,433,725, 
and her exports 
amounted to $124,208,923. 
: The average population per 
square 
mile of Japan is 299.76, but only one- 
seventh 
of her territory is actually 
under cultivation. _

The seed trade has changed quite as 


much as has the catalogue, first with 
its woodcut engravings, 
to excellent 


seedman's 
agent, is a text-book ofhor- 


ticulture. 
Millionsof these books find 
their wayintorural homes and become 
the basis by which the amateur gard- 
ener derives a knowledge ofvarieties 
and even methods of growing plants 
under varied conditions. 


One of the most thriving businesses 
In the United States today and which 
•seemingly carries on its work regard- 
Jess 
of the fluctuations of stocks on 


the great 
exchanges, 
is the growing 


and selling of seeds. 
From small be- 


ginnings in the colonial period this 
business has grown so that now its 
value inmeasured by the tens of mil- 
lions. The first beginnmg of the seed 
business 
commenced in small shops 


where a few boxes of seed 
shared a 


corner with codfish or a shelf with 
calicoes or books. 
To-day ithas come 
to claim for itself 
immense 
ware- 
houses 
and business 
establishments, 


having interests 
which 
extend 
to 
every portion of the globe. 


The Pilgrims probably were the first 
Introducers of seeds into this country, 
for they brought with them seeds of 
the plants cultivated by them in then" 


grown in this country for at least fifty 
years. 
The 
amount 
raised, 
even at 


the present 
time, is not sufficient to 
meet the trade and the greater part of 
the flower-seed sold is imported from 
Europe. 


Importance ofSeed Testing:. 


Since the days of tradition a great 


deal of attention -has 
been paid to 
seed testing for quality of germina- 
tion. 
Seeds have been floated or have 
been heated until they popped; 
they 
have been broken and the 
fracture 
noted; they have been cut and judged 
by the 
appearance 
of 
the 
Inside. 
Various experiment 
stations 'of the 
United States have, for a long time, 
paid much attention to practical seed 
testing. 
The Department of Agricul- 
ture for nearly eight years has con- 
ducted a trial ground in connection 
withits seed laboratory where studies

The 
modern seed bouse has every mechani- 
cal contrivance 
to aid In making the 
business 
economical 
and systematic. 


From the cellar to the mailing room 
everything is so arranged 
that orders 
may be filled with accuracy 
and dis- 
patch. 
During the late 
summer 
and 
early fall catalogues 
are' prepared for 
mailing, and seeds 
packed in readiness 
for distribution. 
While one hundred 
letters a. day was considered a large 
business thirty years ago, some houses 
now receive over six ;thousand 
daily 
during the busy season. 
' Of course to supply this enormous 
trade much attention must be paid to 
the growing of the seed. 
The present 
development of garden-seed 
growing 


began 
when David Landreth 
estab- 


lished a small seed farm at Philadel- 
phia in 1784. 
During the Civil War 


While 
the 
United" 
States, 
in 
1900, manufactured nearly 252.000.000 
pounds of cheese, 
the per capita fac- 
tory production was only 3.7 pounds, 
whereas, 
on the other hand, in 1901, 


Canada 
produced 
224,000,000 
pounds, 
furnishing nearly 41.8 pounds for each 
inhabitant It is therefore shown, by 
a report from Consul-General 
Hollo- 
way, of Halifax, -that the Canadian 
export trade to which every one of 
our neighbors points with pride was 
not pained at the expense of the Unit- 
ed States, for they must export their 
cheese 
or get "snowed under." 
The 
United States can not keep up inpro- 
duction withour increasing home con- 
sumption, 


Twenty years ago the cheese 
supply 


of Great Britain was largely furnished 
by the United States, but to-day Can- 
ada has taken the lead and far out- 
stripped us as an exporter of this com- 
modity. 
In ISSO 
the United 
States 


sent 
131,208,770 
pounds of cheese 
to 
Great Britain, while in 1904 
only 


25,150,9C0 
pounds were shipped to that 
country. 
Canada, on the other hand, 


exported over 31,000,000 pounds twen- 
ty-five years ago as against 212.5G2.322 
pounds last year. This loss of trade, 
however, has not been injurious, but 
on the other hand, is caused 
through 


an excess of consumption at home over 
production, Vwhile reverse 
conditions 
prevail with our Canadian neighbor. 


Canada was thus forced to seek the 
British markets for her plethora and 
to fillup the place left vacant in that 
market by the withdrawal of the Unit- 
ed States therefrom. 


American Cheese Production, 


A woodman walks with a rolling 
motion, his hips swaying an inch or 
more to*the stepping side, and his pace 
is correspondingly 
long. 
His hip ac- 
tion may be noticed to an exaggerated 
degree in the stride of a professional 
pedestrian, but the latter walks with a 
heel-and-toe step, whereas an Indian's 
orsailor's step is more nearly flatfooted. 
Inthe latter case the center of gravity 
is covered by the whole foot 
The poise 
is as secure as that of a rope walker. 
The toes are pointed straight forward, 
or even a trifle inward, so that the in- 
side of the -heel, the outside of the ball 
of the foot, and the smaller toes alldo 
then? share of work and assist inbal- 
ancing. 
Walking in the woods in this 
manner, one is not so likely to tripover 
projecting roots, stones and other traps 
as he would be if the . feet formed 
hooks by pointing outward.

vantage is obvious in snowshoeing. 
If 


the Indian were turned to stone while 
inthe act of stepping, the statue would 
probably stand balanced on one foot.

In1784, David Landreth commenced 


operations 
in Philadelphia; 
Bernard 
M'Mahon, in that same city in 1800, 
while in ISOS, Grant Thorburn began 
to sell seeds 
in New York. By 1830 


the population had 
increased 
from 


about 
three million in 1790, to ten 


and a half millions. To 
meet 
the 


growing demand 
for vegetables 
and 
flowers, these ten and a half millions 
required more than three and a half 
times as many seeds as were used in 
1790. 
Dealers established themselves 


in the principal cities and crossed the 
mountains. 


Along with the 
reaching 
out for 
trade came 
the 
increasing 
size and 
prominence of the catalogue. 
The ear- 
liest seed 
catalogues 
were mere lists 


not intended for general distribution. 
Thorburn probably issued 
the 
first 
seed 
catalogue 
as 
early 
as 
1823. 
shortly after the civil war the cata- 
logue became 
more 
prominent. 
Its 


size was increased 
and a few illustra- 
tions appeared. 
Novelties were not as 
numerous 
twenty years ago as they 
are today; they were not given so 
much attention either. 
Today there is 
not an important catalogue! but givesi 
considerable 
space 
to 
novelties. 
Seedsmen 
are" on the alert for novel- 
ties; they are the money makers. 
The 
modern catalogue, 
with its profusely 
illustrated pages while In a sense the 


this country largely 
depended 
upon 


foreign markets for seeds, but between 
18C0 and 1870 
as 
many seed 
farms 


were established as had been during 
the thirty years before: the conflict 
Growers also became 
expert and the 


market gardener 
found he could get 
from the seedmen 
just as good seed 
as he could save himself and at less 
cost The business 
of seed-raising in- 
creased rapidly after the war, farms 
being established in various parts of 
the 
eastern 
United States. 
In 1575 
seed 
growing 
commenced 
in Califor- 
nia, when R. W. Wilson planted 50 
acres to beets, onions, lettuce and car- 
rots for seed purposes. 


TwoThousand Acre Seed Farm. 
From thisbeginning the business 
lias> 
grown to enormous proportions. Now 
a single firm of growers devotes annu- 
ally some 2,000 acres to 
seed 
crops. 
Onion and lettuce are 
staple 
seed 
crops, while carrot, celery, 
leek, en- 
dive, kale, kohl-rabi, jarsnips 
and 
parsley are all grown by California 
seed growers. 


While the census 
of'IS9O showed 
that there were in the. United States 
596 seed 
farms, 
containing 
1G9.550 
acres, the' census of 1900, with incom- 
plete returns, showed more than 2,500 
seed farms. The Census 
Office made 
an effort to collect statistics of seed- 
growing farms;- but owing to the re- 
fusal of a number of the large firms 
handling seed to furnish the names of 
the farmers growing seed 
for them, 
the information secured was very in- 
complete.

fact, the' Department willsend any- 
body a pamphlet 
describing 
simple 


methods of testing seeds. 
Firms with any reputation behind 


them can not afford to work off poor 
seeds, and if a lot of seed is tested 
and found to be defective in germina- 
tive qualities, the seedsmen 
willprob- 


ably stand ready to supply a good arti- 
cle initsplace. 
The fault,in fact, may 


not be the seedman's. 
Although the 


seed 
dealers 
attempt to convey the 


idea that they raise their own seeds 
on their own farms, such a practice is 
manifestly impossible where vast sup- 
piles of seeds 
are 
furnished. 
They 


raise 
some 
of the seeds, 
but large 
quantities are' contracted 
for by them 
with other growers -and farmers, and 
there is always a chance of the seeds- 
men" themselves being imposed upon. 


So that it is well for the individual 
grower to test each batch of farm or 
garden seeds 
which lie expects 
to 
plant 
The test which he can make 
willshow him nothing regarding vari- 
eties; he may be getting a common 
cabbage 
instead of some 
high-priced 
novelty, that can only be determined 
at the end of the year; but the gov- 
ernment 
experiments 
along this line 
are effectually holding the more irre- 
sponsible 
seedsmen 
in line, 
and the 
farmer himself can check up with his 
seedsmen 
on the question of germi- 
nation.
